For the coming session, 
which will be the eighth in the 
group’s history, Mrs. Ann Polz 
will be th^ teacher, replacing Dor¬ 
othy Broadbent who is marrying 
and moving from Greenbelt. Be¬ 
ginning September 1, Mrs. Polz 
will visit the children’s homes to 
become acquainted with them and 
their parents. 

Several vacancies remain in the 
enrollment lists, and parents of 
four-year-olds who wish to join 
the group should inform the mem¬ 
bership secretary as soon as pos¬ 
sible. The child’s fourth birthday 
must fall between January 1, 1948, 
and January 1, 1949, for the child 
to be eligibile. Mothers take turns 
assisting the teacher at the school, 
gaining practical experience, and 
parents’ meetings dealing with 
problems of the four-year-aid are 
held monthly.

Any of the three committee mem¬ 
bers will be glad to talk with young 
men of that age group, whether 
they are Community Church mem¬ 
bers or not, giving details of the 
of the law.

The com¬ 
mitteemen will have copies of an 
analysis of the Selective Service 
Act giving length of service, in¬ 
cluding reserve provisions, regula¬ 
tions governing 18-year-olds who 
volunteer for service before being 
drafted, provisions' for conscien¬ 
tious objectors, status of veterans, 
other exemptions and deferments, 
civil rights, poll tax and absentee 
voting regulations, pay and re¬ 
employment rights. 

Minimum service for draftees is 
21 months, with either a reserve 
obligation for five years, onother 
year of active duty, or three addi¬ 
tional years in an organized re¬ 
serve unit. 

The summary of the act avail¬ 
able through the committee mem¬ 
bers olsi includes information about 
the authorized strength of the 
armed forces., penalties and mili¬ 
tary justice, and the draft of indus¬ 
try clause of the law, which al¬ 
though it authorizes seizure of any 
plant which fails to supply “the 
kind or quality” of materials agreed 
upon in contracts, places no limit 
on the profits possible in filling de¬ 
fense orders.

PHA Announces Changes 
In Utility Payments

That is probably the most beautiful word in any language. 
What does it bring to mind? A place to rest, to be secure, to be 
welcomed. A haven to return to when security and welcome can 
not be found elsewhere. A place that, by its very existence, its 
availability, warms our hearts wherever we may be, and often gives^ 
us courage to face our problems without needing to return to its 
embrace. 

There are several million people today who, after many gen¬ 
erations of vain search for a home, have its attainment * within 
sight. They are people who have a history of ill treatment and 
persecution at the hands of others. Their history also includes a 
great willingness and ability to work unceasingly at solving their 
own problems. 

Ancient history is being repeated. Only a fraction of Europe’s 
Jews have survived the concerted effort of their persecutors to de¬ 
stroy them completely. They are among the human wrecks that 
exist—live is too strong a word—in camps, in shacks, in the open— 
in anything but a “home.” 

V7e who escaped the degrading, crippling, heartbreaking havoc 
of the holocaust that was Europe’s in World War II have inherited 
their plight as our responsibility. 

America’s “next worst” Congress passed a displaced-persons 
bill which will, in a small measure, give renewed meaning to the 
word “home” to a large number of unfortunate people. The bill 
very flagrantly discriminates, however, against certain classes of 
refugees—including, in slightly veiled wordage, Jews. This, in 
spite of the fact that this very segment of the displaced persons 
has guarantees from the United Jewish Appeal that no Jewish 
refugee admitted to this country will become a public charge. 

The Jewish history of self-help, however, continues. The 
United Jewish Appeal is conducting a fund-raising campaign for 
the rehabilitation of the limited number of Jews who will be ad¬ 
mitted to this country, and for the same purpose in Israel, their 
strife-born homeland. 

Greenbelt’s hundred Jewish families were given the stagger¬ 
ing quota of $2500. Unlike other fund-raising drives, UJA has 
limited its door-to-door appeal to its own members, netting $2000, 
or 80% of the quota. 

This does not mean that contributions are not welcomed from 
others. Anyone, Jew or Gentile, who recognizes his share of re¬ 
sponsibility for the success of the United Jewish Appeal will find 
his contribution warmly welcomed by David Fisher, chairman of 
the local drive. A check can be sent to him at 5-H Ridge.
